Washington, September 29.—That Jus 
tice David J. Brewer, of the United 
States supreme court, does not fully 
share the rather gloomy views held by 
some of the world-famed authorities 
tuberculosis, was reflected in red 
today before the international 
Justice Brewer's 
‘The Legitimate Exercise of 
Pelice Power for the Protection of 
Health,’ and he had been preceded on 
the program by Professor Irving Fisher, 
of Yale, who declared that five million 
people now living in the United States 
are doomed to fill consumptive’s graves 
unless something is done to prevent it, 
and that the 138,000 deaths in this coun- 
try annually from tuberculosis costs, in 
hard cash, over one million dollars @ 
year. 

Police Power and Consumption. 


Justice Brewer said in part: 

“The police power cares for 
health, for the life, for the safety, for 
the good morals of the community.

“Over three years ago ae repor* 
reached me that certain of my letters 
had been offered for sale to newspapers 
of this city, ostensibly stolen letters. 
Mxamination showed that some letters 
were missing, and that they could oniy 
have been taken by some one not on'y 
familiar with the official details, but 
highlv§ trusted. The party on whom 
suspicion fell stoutly denied a)}] guilt. 

“A little later, however, a man who 
represented himself as acting Detween 
the thief and those to whom the iet 
ters had been sold, proposed to return 
some of the letters for a consideration 
His story was that the idea of the 
theft had been conceived by his brother 
who had at ane time beeg in the com- 
fuy’s employ, and that this brotfer 
had induced the employee already sus- 
pected, fo accOmpHSh the theft.

Following out the thought of yesterday to its 
pertinent end, what have we to gain by setting 
up in trade a standard of morals higher than that 
observed by some merchants?

About the Pump House. 

The city had agreed to have the new 
Pump house ready by October |, 1908. 
The contractors failed to get it ready. 
General Manager Park Woodward, act- 
ing on the suggestion of an engineer 
representing the pump company, wired 
to the company not to ship any more 
machinery at present. It was _pre- 
Sumed that some machinery had al- 
ready been shipped. 

Then GC. T. Myers, agent for the pump 
company, appeared in Atlanta and did 
some strong talking about being ham- 
pered because the pump house wasn't 
ready. Hugh T. Inman, who had ad- 
vanced the pump money for the city, 
became worried, and had a meeting of 
the water board called. The crv went 
out that “somebody was to blame,” 
and Mr. Inman and others wanted to 
know who it was. 

Mr. Myers was at the meeting, anda 
he talked very boldly about not “waiv- 
ing any rights because of the delay.”’

Charles A. Howard, the widely-known 
theatrical costumer, died at a private 
sanitarium yesterday morning at 7:30 
o'clock.

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A COMMISSION THAT DID THINGS. 


The prevailing quality of truth was never better illustrated than in the 
sworn testimony before the interstate commerce commission, now in session 
here, in which undoubted evidence has been developed of the fact that the 
rate reductions of 1905 were directly due to the activities of the then existing 
railroad commission. 

While these reductions were in the very act of being brought about, and 
following, that same railroad commission was being maligned and politically 
drawn and quartered from one end of the state to the other, and campaign 
capital was made out of the absprd charge that il represented the railroads 
rather than the people. 

Now, on the witness stand, and under oath, Vice President W. A. Win- 
burn, of the Central of Georgia Railway Company, asserts that the 1905 rate 
reductions were due to coercion caused by the activity of the railroad com- 
mission, and that his object in agreeing to the rates was to restore better 
relations between the commission and the railroads.
